Sines that day 
Rjrrlini.'i has hern sent to Coventry by the 
despntinm nf the Nurlh, and it was not until on 
thr field cf the Tchernuy* sha obiilerated the 
red stain acquired at Nnvarra, that the llcpfe- 
ssntativa of the Court of Turin was allowerf tu 
be nsmed as worthy tn sit at ihe same table as 
that of Vienna, Palis, St, James's, or even Her- 
tin. Sardinia, hiring thus won back her war to 
the family of Eurnpean Powers, how is it pos- 
sible fur that family any longer to deny to her 
her proper position a, (he guardian power of the 
Italian Cootinenl : Tn whom would (hi. second 
Congress of tho great Power* commit 
the charge of Italy, and it* national 
freedom * To JTiples f Faugh ! the very name of 
Sapl«* U offensive, and at offen.ive at St, Peters- 
burg at at St. James's— and justly so. Nut to 
attnde tn the homtn of her spy aytlem and pri- 
son torture, did .he not coquet with tlie Czar so 
long a* his star seemed in the ascend let ; and 
did she not at once desert him, and kick the 
dying hear with the uplifted leg of a cur, ao sonn 
a* the tide of victory seemed (o set dearly In- 
wards (he Western Powers ? Despite the obte- 
qniou.net. of the man who rales In Naples, con 
'he be more desptted in England thin at St. 
Teiertburp;? It it tn Homo that the rula nf 
Italy shall be entrusted, or to any uf ihe minor 
Power*, who eiiat solely under the protection of 
Austrian bayonet ■ f It it ahsurd to suppose 
that any each arrangement eoujd bs sanctioned 
ty any Power, worthy of the position now occu- 
pied by Franej and England. 

There are few national mneemtnt. In which 
we, n. political thinkers and writers, are more 
averse, than those of which a M.aaini, or any 
his follower., pretend to be the originators. 
> a Mint the nek leanness of a pretend ed 
Republicanism, which, at heart snd in reality, ia 
nothing tin than a deep-laid scheme to acanlre 
for one or two frothing spouters the dictator- 
ship* or the fairest conntry in Europe. Yet, 
when sre look at the present sod anrl sorrowful 
condition ef Italy, can we feal surprised that 
auch men take advanlage of her position, and 
coin political capital nut of that neglect nf her 
interests, which the great pnwert exhibit r Th* 
bayonet and the cannon may, and do ilnubt 
will, yet again and .gain pat down * rising in 
Milan, or Florence, or Naples. But these an- 
peals to mere force will never ersdiesto (he 
aeeds, from which these contest* take 
their rise. The disease cannot be palliated, 
much las. can it he put down, by the .'rang 
hand of power. The cause or it mntt be eradi- 
cated ere Italy can flourish, and true liberty re- 
seat herself in that once favoured land. Even 
srith the wildest of madmen, the day has passed 
away for th* use of the shackle, the chain, and 
the pail lock, We (rest even madmen as 
brethren, and not as baasta. Why ehogld wc not 
pursue the aims system with political mono- 
meniaca? Ihe whip ha. not only lost il. 
power to owell the "rifling epirit, but it has 
become an incentive to greater violence on the 
part nf the patient. 

We are wilUnai then, tn hope the best for 
the future of Italy, and, through her, for the 
future of Europe, from the Congress of Paris. 
Yet on what can we rest our hope : Rtuaia 
cannot be the friend of Sardinia, notwithstand- 
ing her renewal of civilities 1 nor can Austria ever 
be really friendly with the Power, which contests 
with her the Iron Ctown. Prosit*, or courts, it 
but Ihe humble servant of th. Cur, an<t Turkey 
has no Interest la the question. France snd 
England alone remain to see that justice i. 
done. Will they do their duty ? We re- 
gret to ssy that w* have .ericas doubts that 
they will. Napoleon, however true h* may ba 
to our alliance, is far too anxious to be received 
into th* family of European Uontichs hi 
risk hia election for the take of Italy. Whilst 
England, aa represented by Lord Clarendon, 
knows little and thinks lest of the matter, turn, 
ing *tl her present thought, to the devising of 
the mean* by whieh an unwelcome peace may 
escape the public condemnation it so richly 
desseve*, the Cabinet has its own home poli tie* 
to look to ; and, to judge from all appearances, 
they are quite sufficient to occupy, to the full, 
such intellect* a* go to make np the Ministry of 
Palrneraton. It is all in vain that th* pnblie 
are daily tutored by Minieterisi print*, that the 
term* of peace *.» worth their acceptance, and 
daily led astray by promised gain, in speculs- 
t ions, to which th* war hu been, it il said, tha 
,lc impediment. It is la vain (hat one class is 



to attract a .Ingle victim. That sver true index 
or public fouling— the fundi— will sot raptdlv 
nse. Nay, on the contrary, It will persist only 
in gradually moving. And though it ia gravely 
anuotineed that the department! uwhe Ar-nal a t 
Woolwich, heretofore working night and day to 
forge deadly weapons wherewith to slay o*r foes, 
ire now ai busily engaged in fabricating Aft* 
Ihnuwnd harmless rockets, to scatter their 
bnght stars in mid-air in honour of the Feice, 
the news falls flatly, and the people go about 
their business at if no euoh change had etime 
over their condition, at ought to result from the 
conclusion of what we are told is a just anil 
honorable solution of a atruggU, unexampled 
Tor its intensity, it* costliness, and its .eerince of 
human life. If out or this strujrgln the futuro 
of llaly rises with .yen the faintest additional 
gleam of hope, il.erc wi;l be.omething to con- 
«jle u* Tor the loss of thousands of brave men, 
and Tor the eip#iidiiuro of millions wrung fro-n 
tha taxi* of a butdencd population.

Time anil long endurance h.iw rendered ns as 
callous lo unjuil censure as indiffa-rmt to igno- 
rant jitniae. We accept either with equat im- 
perlnrbility, being enabled both to dispense wilh 
th* praise and (0 despise (he censure. W* 
can afford tn luugh at tho pictutes whieh, 
if drawn nf nur Anvriran eounins, would 
sot tbe whu'e irnion in a fever of wnundsd 
sensibility. Thus, when M. Led™ K->liin, in 
return Tor our hospitalily. miligned and insulted 
ns, and drew great ennsotntion from the pro- 
spect of our approachinir .ruin, he could not 
succeed in raising any warmer feeling than that 
of contempt for his stupid malignity. 

A censor of * very differs*! character ftom 
M. Rnllin, and nne in every respect lueriting 
our attention, is M. da Montalambert who has 
recently published a wnrlt cm the "Political 
Futuro of England." The high eh.ncter and 
great attainments of tho author — his freedom 
frnm ptejudico. and (ho pert he hat himself 
oli led in th* political stage of his own country, 
all combine to render his testintonynf peculiar in- 
terns* and value. M. de Monialomhert. it may be 
necessary to remind om readers, is ■ member of 
that aristocracy whieh survives only in Its title, 
—an extreme Tory in politics, an ardent Ultra- 
montanist inridiginn. nieheartencdanddit^nsuid 
st the prospects of aristneracy at hnm* under 
lhat stem leveller. Intuit Napoleon, M. de Mon- 
talemhert crossed the channel that he might *ee 
how *ristocr*cy fared in England. He came also 
to verify a notion which it appesr. is prevalent 
among (he political philosophers of the ennti- 
nent, of our being in imminent dang»r of ap- 
proaching destruction. He went back, wc are 
happy to say, wilh the conviction that our atnte 
is not so hid after ail ; and with 
the must cheering opinions as to the 
character and prospects of our aristocracy. 
This tatter salisfsctbn. we may allow 11. de 
Mnntalcmhert to have to himself : but that h* 
should think in. after a careful and sober in- 
vestigation, x nation by nn meant near to total 
destruction, i* matter of cnngrslulalinn for 
Englishmen. A good word is always nlettant 
to bear, ba'. the good word of M, tfs Mont- 
slemhert is especially to be prlxtd. lie 1* 
pleased with our country — with our rural 
cottaget— with our rilltge churches— wilh nur 
green Held*— with our public .chnolt end our 
tehool-boy*. He like* our sturdy independ- 
ence — our love of fairness ; .nd he Is especially 
gratified with our domestic virtues — and 
consoled to find those domestic virtues prevalent 
even among the aristocracy. He dnea not likes 
cur newspapers— *our diplomacy — oar growing 
liberality or thought — and onr Mr, Carlyle, 

On the whole, M. de MnnUlembeirt is tatiafled 
that England it not on the verge or mi n, bat 
has many year* or prosperity and glory to live. 
This, in spite of Mr. Carlyle, the newspapers, 
•nd our liberalism, i; it must be confessed, a 
great concession on the part of our intelligent 
foreigner. As for the natives, perhaps, they 
have not*been aware of the actual nature or their 
condition, until they were told that thay were 
nut of danger. The conclusion at which 
M. de Mnntilembrrt has arrived, with 
so much gravity and labour, while it 
will sunn, may also iostrur-f the people of the 
country under judgment. It it, at le i.;, enrioot 
snd instructive to learn that we are so far de- 
cayed in the estimation of tha continental poll- 
tlciant is to render an inquwt eecesaarr into our 
condition. In the opinion of M. de MoeUlem 
bert, it it the aristocracy who hare kept tu np 
under all our troubles— who have been th* salt 
whioh baa preserved our body politic from onr- 
ruptiott — and whose ik cold .hade" hare kept 
pool the ardinir of liberaliam and lowered the 
fever engendered by the pernicious doctrines of 
Mr. Carlyle. — In this verdict will pntterhy con- 
firm the intelligent foreigner ? — 11. E. W.

The broad f«t 
I* not to be got over by legerdemain or this kind, 
that the accounts show an excess of expendi- 
ture in iv. i 5 over (hit exhibited in Ibi'l-J of 
nn less than two millioni nine hundred and BFly- 
three thousand pounds. Another broad fact is 
in equally ttubborn one, that there It *n .d- 
nually incre.iing Indian df licit of almost three 
million* sterling. At the same lime the 
(tucernmcnt cunTee-ssi that tha Indian reve- 
nue* are incpatile of expansion ; and nothing 
c.n be more true a* long at the present sys- 
tem shall ba purtuel. On th* contrary, 
temistiuns of revenue «ro Ulked of 
a* the nnly meant of drawing an) thing from 
ryots whom taxation hss already reduced to the 
lowest state.

thrown nrT, Those who keep no faith with de- 
pendent princes will not be supposed likely io 
be over-tcmputons toward* dependent subjects 
when further pressing necessities push them on; 
for an equally touching picture of t peasantry 
plundered annually by the tsxgatheret to keep 
the public creditor in iel]*nr*s might, of course, 
afford them an equal juatiflcatioo for perform- 
ing another heroic act of virtue and summarily 
wiping out their debt. Whichever aid* we turn, 
therefore, we see the deepwt occasion for inv

Such an act woulti fuse inw one dominion the 
tenitorira of Wrdlarhia, Moldavia, Besserabia, 
thn Uaknvina, Transylvsriia. and a part of the 
Biaat of Hungary, It creates frnntiera on the 
Theiis, the rjarpilhins, the Dniester, the 
Euine, and the Danube. But, of 
the six provincta indicated, two fail 
away from the Rounifthlsnt, so long 
ago tiat their influence is forgotten ; 
two others hare been crushed by conquest— 
two only, the Danubian Principalities, remain; 
and ilia by con so' id sting them into a lepanta 
St*, connected by politic il ties with the Porta, 
»nd by diulomatic guarsnteaa with the rest of 
haropr, tint tha honest ohjecta of the war may 
be ebtalavd, 

Much rabid sentimentality hei been dirTuAed 
on this subject. A little faction of lector™ in 
England, which seems possessed by a Wehoiu- 
medan fatuity, declares, through the coiumns of 
its dying organ, against ttte ipoiiatinn of Turkey 
by the establishment of a separate Government 
in the Psincipslities. But the relations between 
tha Porte sad the Moldavian and Wallachian 
States never emonnt'd to more than a nominal 
subsidy accorded by the one in return for Imperial 
protection guaraniced by the other. Under • 
liberal eonatitution, with free outlets for its 
trade, and unlimited tights of selr-davelopment, 
there is no reason why the Motdo. WahVhUn 
people, united under one Government, ahould 
not become an important element in the political 
organisation of East™ Europe, sad maintain a 
nilttla force of a hundred thousand men. It is 
the interest of Austria to prevent this amalga- 
mation, because the disunion of the State* per- 
petaatea their impotence, thinr poverty, and tha 
facilities of intrigue and aggression.

rsgement to tbia idea to point to the helpless 
prnmteiiou of the Principalities under their 
tributary princes, under the Paaniriote vicc- 
rnyaliy, and under the Huesian protectorate. 
It :s ennngh to remember that they hare for 
centunei been abjndonol by the other powers 
of hurope, that they nave never abdicated their 
national rights, and thit, with scarcely an ea-

_ j line ss of philosophy is to reconcile one with 
disappointments, console one under fiilores, and 
to make the very best of a hid lot in life, the 
mttn who calls himself a pbiloaopher may poa 
sihry have very little more than his philosophy 
to brag about. When one hits failed in every 
other pursuit, and has lost all his fortune— If he 
ever iiad any ; nnd eahausted all his credit— if 
anybody evr trusted him; the individu jl who 
can gel nothing out of other peop'e's pDclieU 
may calmly put his hands into his own nnd st 
once turn philosopher. I T mattera bavo gone 
nurd with him, and he wishes to get into 
easy circumstances, the best way to improva his 
condition and to m:ike it emy, y to lake it 
ea.y by the aid nf philosophy. It is a calling 
fur which no cipiLal is required : and, indeed, 
the lets a man t)"saei»es nf worldly goods ti e 
more he tniy ha supposed to havs at worldly 
ills, which form the stack on which hip philo- 
sophy may bo exercised. There are mar who 
may be said to trad o on borrower! nui a), for 
tluyarefar more philosophical over Ihi? ir,iubtes 
of oilier people thitn the)' are over their own: 
hot n scries of genuine philosophical tran»ac 
tines can only ho carried on in the mind by 
means of our wwn calamities, 1 1 follows, there- 
fore, that he who it the most nnawceHaful in 
everything else may ba the inoat successful in 
the practice of philosophy. Even Aristotle is 
s*)d tn have taken to it as a business when he 
hid t'tiled in s variety of other scheme*, for he 
had been a inldier and a drugtri.t hefnre he 
bsgim to deal in philiinophy, wtiich. commer- 
cially speaking, has been always looked upon a* 
a drug in the market, 

I am in one respect a follower of Aristotle, 
who was at ihe held of the peripatetic., or walk- 
ing philoAojihers, who are said to have taken the 
lillefrom the habit they bad of listening to Irtj- 
turcs while walki.ijr in the public thoroughfares. 
1 do nut p.ilronite this system of open-air teach- 
ing, which, though apparently gratuitous, is 
often a very expensive mode of obtaining infor- 
mation, for the pupil sometime* pays for the 
leteons he lesrna in a crowd, with the whole 
content* of hta pocket. It ii certainly better 
thai those who think while they walk ehoull 
wrile while those who run may read, than 
thnt those *tand to preach should afford 
facilities for gathering the purses and hndlter 
chiefs of those who stop to listen. I am in the 
constant habit of thinking aa I past along, and. 
*a there i, scarcely any one who ha* not at 
some time or other heen offered "a penny 
for hit tboughla," I flatter myself that 
mine may not ba wholly without value. 
One of my present subject* of conttmnUtion ii 
the new wooden building that adorns, or rather 
ili.fiKnres, Ihe north tide of the Green-park, 
which has been tho cnufle of a great deal of wbut 
the Government may co-isider very impertinent 
(though hy no means idK but on the contrary, 
rather busy) curiosity. Rumour, who i* always 
prepared with a variety of guesses for every 
riddle, had already assigned the building to a 
variety of uans — one of which was thst of a 
b?oth for dramatic performances ; another urea 
that of a reception room for the " Al ied Sove- 
reigns," who. it was said, were about to assemble 
on the spot, but for what purpose not even Ru- 
mour had ventured to indicate. At length, 
however, the cuiioaity of the Hotta* of Cjmmona 
could not he restrained, and the 0'jvernment. 
having been called on for an explanation, 
hai announced its intention to give a 
bnlhant display of flreworke. This kind 
of thins appear, to me to be lei* 
adapted to the conclusion of a peace than to the 
termination of a pantomime. Ministers, how- 
ever, tell ua gravely that fireworks are S > lie let 
off by sray of public rejoicing, a* if the people 
delighted in nothing so much as fn squibs and 
cracker*. If this were the case, an Rngli'hnaan 
when ha wanted to be particularly happy, would 
purchase a firework to take it home, and ex- 
hilarate hia house hold by letting it off in the 
bosom of his family. If Government has truly 
estimated the national character in aupposing 
that tbe country will derive pleasure from a 
pyrotechnic display, it is strange that the people 
will only be happy on the 3th of November, 
which is the only day when tha Government 
notion of national felicity is at all generally 
realised. Some people are of opinion tliat wster- 
works would be more appropriate to the damp 
thrown on British spirits by ihe unsatisfactory 
mode in which according t 0 the view, of m,uy,the 
war bsa been no .shed. There are certain mem- 
bars of Parliament who speak the erase or a 
groat many of those " out of doors." and who 
have asked " What are tha fireworks for and 
there has been some very natural hesitation 
shown by the Government to answer tha ques- 
tion. It must be rather an awkward position 
for n msn nf miture age to get up and declare 
that it It intended the public aalisf.ciion shall 
explode- in Urenorks.

He added, in re- 
ply to question, from the Bishop, of Worcester 
and Exeter, that the petition was not signed by 
Wesleyans, but by clsriymen and laymen of the 
highest respectability in tbe Church. It wa, 
not from hi* own diocese, but was entrusted to 
him by the Rev. Ernest Hawkins, secretary 
to tin Society for the Propagation of tbe 
Gospel is Foreign Parts ; and in asking to lay 
the petition upon the teble. he begged to express 
bis hearty sympathy with those who had pre- 
pared it. 

The Bishop of Si. David's slid it wa> not hi, 
intention to oppas, the petiiion lying on the 
^'*l*^ ** aauet be allowed to Bay tkat it was 
an axtvurdiaary petition to proceed from 
clergyman nf the Church of England. If such

Me. J. II. MtrncHiHotf has just published a 
review of the progress of mining enterprise 
during the pn«l quarter, which is well deserving 
of the attention of capitalists and others. He 
observes thsr, notwithstanding thn war, the 
great dearnest or money, and tho high price of 
labour, and tbe materials used in mining, this de- 
partment of our national industry waa more pros- 
perous in 1855 than in any formar year. The 
first quarter of ISSu ha* now gone by, and so far 
the mining interest continues in a flourishing con- 
dition, while there is no reason to bslieve that 
peace, the advent of which has jutt been hailed 
with satisfaction by others, will not be beneficial 
to the miner ; fur it is worthy of remark lhat 
copper gradually rose to £ I SI per ton until the 
middle of April, 11153, when tin the first pros- 
pect of war, il was lowered to £117, or a re- 
duction of £ IB per ton, at which it has since 
remained. The following are the particnlars of 
tbe total sales or copper ores in Cornwall during 
the quarter ending March 31, 1858, compared 
with the tame during the corresponding quarter

new field, lately opened to British commerce; 
while at home there can be no reason for expect- 
ing that our requirements will not be fully 
maintained. At the tarn* time, it ia satiafactory 
to know that, even if an unexpected reduction 
w lb* prices of the metal, take* place, 
th* altered poaition of th* miner in 
other respects will enable him to m f et it to a 
considerable extent without affecting his profit!.

This course would not be juatiaable on the 
OoVEBHtciil's part, when the subject* of dispute 
between pari iee are merely those of detail; when 
meatures upon which opinions, are divided do 
not compromise the C •ntlituli.m. It would 
depend, too, upon the relative state or 
partite in the House. It earn easily 
be imagined that so nitely mtythev be balanced, 
where ttie total number It so small, that a single 
vole will be sufficient to negative tho policy or 
ministers. Yet that m.jorlty would afford no 
basis upon which any Gurernment could stand. 
Suppose the case of Mr. Doiiilosos'a Govern- 
ment. If wc ecan rightly th* partiee of the 
House, Inure are two clause who ma* oh many 
occaiions practically unite in opposition, but 
who have 00 aott of antnity in their general 
view* of OfiremrBtnt— who are not capable of 
any co -operation without the total renunciation 
of their fundamental principles. By thrir con- 
junctinn on particulsr occasion! the Ministry 
may bo defeated, but it would by no meant f„Unw 
that they could be brought to tuitsJn a Govern- 
ment. The Oovkkxor, would then be placed 
in (hi- position : Here are three parties in the 
House, some of them sufficiently powerful t/j be 
the basil of an administration and unwilling tn 
unite to support the ettating Government — what 
then most be done? There eppaan but one 
course — 10 appeal to the constituencies- and bid 
the people by their choice of members tn de- 
termioe with whom power ahentd hereafter 
abide. We might easily imagine thst this pro. 
cc.s of dissolution would tequire se vat a1 repeti- 
tions, it has so happened in England during 
extraordinary crises. The Crown, uanble to ob- 
tain a Ministry by one House of I',™™., has 
required the people to create another, and a 
eecondappeal has been necessary before the parties 
would adjust ibemselres, tnd enable the Crown 
to construct a working Government. It r mum 
be too strongly impressed upon the colony that 
it 11 only by a powerful public opinion that 
" Iteaponsible Government" can be made con- 
sistent Willi order and ptogreai. We might 
easily imagine that such would be the obstinate 
adherence of parties to patticuUr views, and to 
nicely balanced the dirisiun of paniei in the 
House, that, although it would be easy to de- 
stroy a Ministry, it would be imposeiblej to form 
one that would retry on the business of the 
colony. Hy tbe Constitution it ie necessary that 
certain funds thould be voted before they can be 
at the disposal of t)» Government. If these 
be not voted, all public service! — not provided 
in the schedule — would be at an tnd. If obtu- 
nale com lunations of parties were form oil. 
giving always a majority to the Uppotition, 
Crovemmant srould be destitute of supplies, and 
ihe machinery under it* control must nop. 
It would be quite pottiblr, and not improbable, 
that within ihe w/allt of Ihe Aisemhiy parties 
might be so nicely balanced thst there should be 
permanent antagonism of equal forces— that they 
should be eiactlv in tho position which it ap- 
prehended finm tbe collision of tha two Cham- 
bers — at a dead look. 

The Go, v tilt sun will hsve a delicate and im- 
pcrtant duty 10 discharge should, a crisis arrive 
when he must choose between tbe appointment 
of a Ministry incapable of working and an appeal 
to the people. He, the sole constitutional judge , 
trill nevertheless he bound to survey narrowly 
all the ciTcnmitanceawhich point out hit political 
duty. He will first ascertain th* composition 
or tha majority. If it give a promise 
of united notion eufflcient to secure the business 
of Government, it mat be his daty to refute ait 
appeal to tbe people. He must taut* Into ac- 
count th* number of th* majority. He mast 
weigh the subject upon which the nsajority have 
carried their oppoaition to a ■ ucceeaf *l vote— whe- 
ther, it b* one of those vital questions upon which 
th* future must shape itself. Suppose the aabject 
ware the masting of railroads, and it wste dt- 
termined by the m»j irtty ettaintt the Gownr- 1 
ment that railways ehonld not be mad*— ihe So- I 
vernOreDI would b* bound to compare the rao- * 



lution so adapted wit. th* indkatiou of public 
sentiment when Br* the House wat constituted. 
If it should be proved that the greet majority of 
th* House wii elected avowedly a* the friends 
of that class ef public works, ami if it should 
be clear that the colony still eon tin nod in 
favour of snch works, it would not, perhaps, bo 
the duty of the Give* bob to submit without 
nuking u appeal la the judgment of the 
people. 

It wilt be said, thet th* proper course, on the 
failure of a Ministry, however httorogeniont the 
majority against it, would be to giv* the Oppo- 
sition a trial, Thit might or might not 
be proper, according as the majority disclosed 
itself. It might happen that two parties nearly 
equally balanced, bat opposed in their ayaipa. 
ihiet aid opinions, had joined only foe the pur- 
pose of overthrowing an flitting Ministry. It 
might be clear that no Government could be 
eontu acted from either. Neither might 
Have force sufficient to stand, the Astern- 
hly being in session: and yet either, by 
getting into ofnee, might bold out 
against the aaorndant feeling both of 
the House and Che ealosy for a 
considerable time ; public business would be de- 
layed, and ttill the remedy which the Constitu- 
tion hat provided could not be avniled, which 
pretcribea an appeal to th* people. It mutt, 
however, be understood, thit the Govsmon 
himself cannot make an appeal except with tbe 
concurrence of tome miniitry. If the advice be 
given him by a ministry eiitting, to appeal tn 
the country, then he is the eole judge whether 
he shall follow that advice, or dismiss that 
ministry. But be cannot divest himself or a 
minietry, either thai defeated, or another chosen 
to succeed them, pending that appeal, for 
ho cannot pet form tn act alone— none 
hut must be sanctioned by respon- 
sible advisers. There an gieat ditncultic* 
and dingers connected with the Grtl experi- 
ment of oar present system. It item* to be 
absurd that our policy should be determined by 
a single toe, however obtained, and that a 
ministry should b* broken up by a i«rics of 
tceS lent) when it retains the goner I confidence 
of the country. It may hippen, i..r Instance, 
thst st iho commencement of the session, and 
for ict 11! weeks, the attendance at the Assem- 
bly will he large. The Ministers will have Ihe 
vsvaottue of expounding their policy and 
obtaining the assent of th* majority in 
the preliminary stages of legislation, 
hut as the session advance! the Hnuie wilt 
nKtuially thin. Country gentlemen, it lending 
et great expense nnd inconvenience, will bo in- 
duced by various causes to return 10 their homes 
(such, te atwtiis been the case', ah i en opposi- 
tion, plating for power, would watt* by ab- 
surd edifices and interminable debate a, the first 
wecki of tha setiion. It so happens thst lh* 
member 1 of the Opposition, as they have a'tetdy 
avowed themselves, reside chiefly wiihtn e short 
ride of the Legiilelivt Chamber. They can be 
brnuejSt together at any moment. They may 
indulge themselvei with dtya of r*lsxsti-ins or 
give themselves to businaii, snd yet be alwnys 
at call. The orator* of the party may in adapt 
their speeches at to give them time This ex- 
pedient will be impracticable to many who 
are known as supports rt of ihe pTewnt 
Ministry. It would thai be highly probable 
thit a scheme of policy, isaclLoned bj the 
House in its preliminary stages, would be re- 
jected nr neutralised In the lest, not in canst- 
qnence of any chsng* in the opinion* of mem 
hers, bnt merely from th* eireamslence that one 
party— both being nearly equal in nnmhar— has 
a fkeiliiy for combination which the other dots 
not pitaeit. It would become a question whe- 
ther, under that aspect of affairs, the Gove ■ 14 on 
ehonld yield to tn advent rot*, and abandon 
a policy which, upon the whole, possessed Ihe 
spprotal of the country. We know not what 
course he could adopt in such a crisis, hut a dis- 
solution, with t view to obtain a Home of 
more uniform opinions, and fireventing the 
determinations of on* part of ihe session from 
being nptet by the fag-end of the last. That 
thit will be the probable conns of thing* during 
the nttt meeting of Parliament wa have not the 
tmsllert doubt, and U will be a question worthy 
of some consideration whether th* remedy 
shmi'd be the tppointment of a ministry in- 
debtee! for ill power to Ihe sine nee of one or 
two country gentlemen, or an appeal to tbe 
ceiontry. It is not at all improbable that n case 
mty arise in which th* majority of Ihe Low.r 
Hons* ah all b* both against th* Ministry and 
th* Upper Haute. The Gomjvak, in Ihii 
esse, will have a doty ttill more com- 
plicated to discharge. Th* remedy for differ- 
tnoei between the Upper Home and th* 
Lower it tint a dissolution of th* Lower Hon**, 
and if that should not produce agreement: 
secondly, th* creation of new members in the 
Upper. It ie obvious that an Increase of mem- 
heTs to th* Upper House, for merely political 
purposes, ie pernicious to its conilUutJonal ac- 
tion, although it may be retorted to at a last 
neccttity. But when the Upper House expresses, 
as it may in eome instances, the reel tentimertt 
of the country, then the confusion would he only 
increased by a creation of rotes hostile to the 
majority : we ibonld have en Upper House, and 
the country In harmony, and both overridden 
perhaps by * majority of one or two in th* Lower 
Honse. It it clear that in sncb n ease, before 
resorting to the expedient of a creation or new 
members for th* Upper Chamber, it would be 
man in barmonv with constitution*! practice 
to see whether a new election eould hot obviate 
th* difficulty, tad restore the balance of the 
Constitution. 
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Patorgaeom P*ll*i argument that railways in 
this colony will prove at present anremunera- 
tive undertakings hat called forth many replies, 
but no completa aniiwer. Thou who have de- 
claimed eirainat tbe Pro fetter'* eoftclusjobt have 
not succeeded la overturning bit prsmisei, and 
have exhibited, on the whole much more will 
than ability to ditlodg* him from hit petition. 
In tome eaiea the ftp I it a ban beta altogether 
wide of the mi i t. th* writers cot teeming 
exactly to comprehend ihe precise point In die 
pule. It may lend somewhat per hap* to sim- 
plify lh. di.coa.io. of Ihi* que«lion (and it 
must continue to bo di trussed), t(, Isaviog the 
exprettion of our awn opinion to a future occa- 
sion, wa jutt state in • few words what 
th* point at issue sterna to be. to thet 
thou who are minded tn 

clearly what it it they htr* 
whit* those who w*uh the debate e 
(and in this dicpnt* the wbol* country may b* 
supposed to feel an interest, at it aSseta th* 
pocket of every tax-payer) may be able to aeo on 
which lid* th* troth lit*.

Qmut advocate* the immediate extension of 
railwtyt by the Government, maintaining that 
a'though private associations of capitalists do 
not eome forward voluntarily lo nuke raii ways, 
not being satisfied that they will be profittble 
tpeculationi, end though they miy be perfectly 
justified in their ebttlnann. thet nevertheleAe it 
trill he prodtabl* fur th* Government, 14 
trustee for the colony, to undertake theie 
works out of th* national fundi, sines 
there will accrue to I he people, as a whole, 
advantage* which cannot be collected by a pri- 
nt* company. The latler took exclusively 
to tbe traffic returns for their proAu If there ie 
not sufficient exceei in the revenue over the 
eipeftditute tn giv* thorn th* current rat* of In- 
terest on their ctpittl invested, they are loners, 
and ihry have no second resource to Look to to 
make up for the loss. Th* Government, on lh* 
other hand, is not obliged to look exclusively, nr 
even principally, or even at all, 10 the trtfflc 
revenue for reitnburtoment. It gains to many 
indirect advantages tbit, content with thete, it 
ctn alrbiil to dispense with any other camuenaa* 
tlon. It mav, therefore, economically take Ihe 
initiative in Ihe construction of such wo7ks, even 
though capitalist* caulinusly snd justifiably 
stand ato if. It can repay itself, where private 
adventurers would llnd no chance or profit. 

Professor PfcLL, on the contrary, maintains 
tbe directly opposite opinion. According to 
him, tha distinction drawn between the poeilion 
of th* Government and * privat* company is il- 
lusory, lltilwtyi will nenr pay lh* former, 
except in the preeise eases wh«7e they would 
pay the latter. If 1b* traffic retur ie do not 
yield enough to eive the current rale or interest 
on lh* capital invested in addition to the 
wotking expenses, it will be * losing specul-i- 
tion, as much for the one as for th* other. The 
colUferel advantages which the Government, 
such, ia expected 10 realit* will not exiil, or 
at lesst cannot be financially expressed. They 
will not put money into the Treatury, or pre- 
vent money from being drawn out of it, 
tnd coniequently will not create, either directly 
or ladireclly, a fund for paying off the capital 
debt. Tn fact, so far as considerations of politi- 
cal economy are concerned, the whole colony is 
, to be looked upon si a joint -stock company, in 
• which every tax-paying cotonilt ii a ibire- 
halder, tnd no specultlian will pty the whole 
society, taken collectively, which would not 
equally pay an individual adventurer, or* body 
-f adventurer-.. Railways to be profitable to 
lh* Government must he intrinsic*llyprofitable ; 
r their, extrinsic advatsUgei. if any. are either to 
I inappreciable or so incapable of being (rtthererl 
1 up by Government in Hie thipe of miner, thit 
I they must bo thrown out of consideration. An 
up remunerative railway ii an ante- 
rau*er»tiv* nilwar, by whomsoever made, tnd 
th* Individual col -niit will be no more th* 
gainer if he ia forced to furnish hit quata of the 
sunken capital in hit capacity of tax ; 
h* would beifh* voluntarily 
oanaeity of a thareholder. 

Which of these two doctrines li tbe true one ! 
Or ii neither true, and doet the Truth lie, as it to 
often does, between Ihe two extremal ? 

Tho first snd must obvious answer which it 
occurs lo everyone to suggest to Professor 
Pbli'* argument k, tint the itrretewt velum 
given to the Crown landa intersected or ap- 
proached by ihe railway would repay th* outlay 
that created ibis addition of value. It muar 
be born* in mind, therefore, that the 
Profettiir does not deny thst if thl* additional 
vtlu* were given lo Crown lands by railways, 
nnd if thin additional vtlue could all be swept 
by the Government into its own pocket, ind if 
the mm *« reelixed equalled tbe cost of con- 
struction, that then the railway would be a re- 
munerative t peculation, tren though the 
IrtrKc reluma only just envered th* working ex- 
pense*. Hut be denie* that this would be ft* 
can. This " additional value," to much relied 
upon by railway theoriata, would hot, he lays, be 
found to aecrua in fact. He is of opinion that 
either tb* laid is too poor to admit of much bv 
crene to in vtlue, or thai there is not spare 
capital enough tmongit the community to piy 
Lb* tatra price, or that there it not aueh a 
steady and proSubl* market for produce -.« W 
induct settlers to give that prict.

enumerated? Can they be financially expressed 
— their money' worth noted down "r And can 
thii wuilh he accumulated by the Government 
in sufficient amount to reimburse or com* 
peniate their original outlay i Those 
alii who intend to refute the Professor 
by laying ttreat on the improvement of Crown 
props 1 ty, must be prepared to show that there it 
a rtatoaable probsbility that there will bebuyeTs 
of thia im pro veil erUtaat the ex pec led enhanced 
price, that there will be labour to work it, and 
a market for th* kind or produce attainable suf- 
ficiently profitable to justify tbe purchase of the 
lAnd at the price, snd the employment of labour 
upon it.
